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Column 4, line 3 to line 41: 

Then, 7 and 8 denote respectively trailing links 7 and 8 equal in length, working as two 
lower radius links of type 1 extended in parallel, at a predetermined interval along the 
width of the vehicle, in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle. The trailing links 7 and 
8 are rotatable at each front end via elastic bushes 9 and 10, up and down as well as to 
the right and left relative to the body 5, while at each rear end elastically and rotatably 
linked to the lower front of the wheel support 1 via elastic bushes 1 and 12. The lower 
support for wheel support 1 comprises the above single lower lateral link 3 and the two 
trailing links (lower radius links) 7 and 8. Moreover, 13 denotes a strut to buffer rise 
and fall of rear wheel 2, linked at the upper end to body 5, while at the lower end to the 
upper part of the wheel support 1, thereby working as an upper support for the above 
wheel support 1 to determine the camber angle of the rear wheel together with the 
above lower lateral link 3. 

Then, the above trailing links 7 and 8 are arranged to make difference in longitudinal 
inclination angle between the outer trailing link 7 and the inner trailing link 8. In other 
words, the outer trailing link 7 is inclined back up, while the inner trailing link 8 is 
inclined back down, in order to cross each other at the middle of trailing links 7 and 8, 
as seen in the transverse direction of the body, in the normal position of the vehicle 
(parked with passengers of the designed capacity). As explained above, the linkage of 
the outer trailing link 7 with the wheel support I is displaced toward the front of the 
body when the rear wheel 2 bumps, while the linkage of the inner trailing link 8 with 
the wheel support I is displaced toward the rear of the body, in order to rotate the front 
of wheel support 1 in a toe-in direction, thereby shifting the rear wheel 2 in a toe-in 
direction. 
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
